The same day there 
was a collision'of a Russian foraging 
party with Japanese scouts near the 
Hun river.

Carts, drove back the Japanese, took 
four prisoners and secured the body of 
a- dead Japanese officer. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The 
Russian 


and Japanese embassies here asser 
that peace talk is vain. Japan has 
made' no overtures for peace to Rus 
sia, directly or indirectly through the 
United States or any other power, con- 
templates no such action, and now 
that Port Arthur has fallen, proposes 
to press the war in the north all the 
more vigorously by reinforcing the 
Japanese armies at Liao Yang with 
the greater part of the troops which 
have been besieging Port 
Arthur. 


This in brief represents the views of 
Mr. Kogoro Takahira, Japanese min- 
ister, who has recently resumed charge 
of the legation at Washington after a 
Kogoro Takahiz-a, Japanese minister 
"The fall of Port Arthur," said the 
minister, "is but a step in the war 
which Japan is waging for a principle. 
Certainly it is an important step, but 
nothing could 
be further from the 


truth thsn the assumption that be- 
cause Japan has captured a strong- 
hold, the fall of which has long been 
expected, the Japanese 
government 


wiir'now mal:e overtures for peace. 
Jitoan is too busy fighting. We are a: 
nmeh in earnest today as we were at 
tb'e outset of the war. \Ve have made 
no overtures for peace, eifher directly 
or indirectly, nor have the powers an 
proached us with any idea of inter- 
vention." 


At the Russian embassy it was reit- 


erated that Russia would fight all the 
harder in view of the temporary loss 
of Port Arthur. Europe, it is learned, 
is firmly of the conviction that, how- 
ever dark the outlook for peace at this 
moment.when theprospect brightens it 
is to President Roosevelt that the neu- 
trals, as well as the belligerents, will 
look as the intermediary 
through 


whom peace negotiations will be in- 
itiated.

ment sees fit to adopt. 


Communications with reference to 


the holding of the gems were sent 
from the district attorney's office. It 
is reported that some of the diamonds 
are lying in the safety deposit vaults 
of certain banks in this city and New 
York.

reason that immediate seizure is not 
ordered is explained by the fact that 
the formal identification is necessary.

Timely Reforms Iii Russia. 


Disraeli's saying that assassination 


had never changed the history of the 
world seems to have found a chal- 
lenge in the course of recent events in 
RussiA. Deeply as TVC must deprecate 
the murder of the late M. riciv^, it is 
evident that the forcible removal of 
the chief spirit of reaction and the ap- 
pointment to his post of the broad 
minded Svietopolk-Mirsky were the be- 
ginning of what promises to be an era 
of real and great reform in the internal 
administration of the Russian empire. 


Whether the new minister of the in- 


terior 'will be allowed to carry out his 
liberal programme of course remains 
to be seen. The bureaucrats succeed- 
ed in defeating the reform policy of M. 
TVitte and in relegating that minister 
to practical obscurity, but the czar ap- 
pears to be giving more loyal support 
to SvietopoIk-JIirsky tbau be ever gave 
to \Vitte. 


A remarkable evidence of the success 


T\hich M. Svietopolk-Mirsky has even 
now achieved is seen in the greater 
freedom of the press in discussing pub- 
lic affairs. 
The period in which the 


people of Russia have had to learn the 
news of their own country from for- 
eign papers smuggled over the border 
is apparently past. 


The Russians in Tort Arthur are be- 


lieved to have sacriiiced a war vessel 
worth ?200,000 or $300.000 to get dis- 
patches to the government at St. Pe- 
tersburg.

•whatever information the boat contain- 
ed was as irreat as that run by war 
balloons, yet tlie Russians seem not to 
be up to date in military ballooning.
